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IN THE CLAIMS 
Please amend the claims as follows: 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended): A communication terminal compri s ing including a 
rewritable non-volatile memory and a rewritable volatile memory, the communication 
terminal furth e r comprising: 

transfer status transition means for limiting operation of software which uses the 
rewritable volatile memory and allocating securing an area required for storing an update file 
in the rewritable volatile memory before receiving update softwar e as the update file from a 
software management server which manag e s th e updat e software ; 

transfer r e qu e st transmission means for requesting transfer of the update file to the 
software management server after th e tran s fer status transition moans secures the area 
required for storing the update file in the rewritable volatile memory is secured ; 

updat e fil e reception means for receiving the update file from the software 
management server, and storing the update file in the rewritable volatile memory; and 

s oftwar e rewriting means for rewriting software , which is stored in the rewritable 
non-volatile memory that is directly executed, with the update s oftware file stored in the 
rewritable volatile memory a s the updat e fil e , aft e r compl e tion of storing the update file to the 
rewritable volatile m e mory by th e update fil e r e ception means . 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 1, 
wherein the updat e file rec e ption means for receiving stores the update file in the area of the 
rewritable volatile memory, which is s e cured allocated by limiting the operation of [[the]] 
software which uses the rewritable volatile memory by th e transfer status transition m e ans . 
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Claim 3 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 1, 
further comprising updat e fil e information r e c e ption ; 

means for receiving update file information,, including size information of the update 
file^ from the software management server, 

wherein the tran s f e r status transition means for limiting secures the area for storing 
the update file in the rewritable volatile memory by limiting th e op e ration of the s oftwar e 
which uses th e r e writabl e volatil e m e mory on the basis of the size information included in the 
update file information. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 1, 
further comprising: 

communication t e rminal identification information storage means for storing 
identification information of the communication terminal; and 

communication t e rminal id e ntification information transmission means for 
transmitting the stored identification information of the communication terminal , which is 
stor e d in the communication t e rminal identification information storag e m e ans, to the 
software management server. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 1, 
further comprising: 

softwar e id e ntification information storag e means for storing identification 
information of the software which is stored in the rewritable non-volatile memory; and 

software id e ntification information transmission means for transmitting the 
identification information of the stored software , which i s stored in th e softwar e identification 
information s torage moans, to the software management server. 
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Claim 6 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 5, 
wherein the updat e fil e r e c e ption means for receiving receives a differential file, which is 
transmitted from the software management server on the basis of the identification 
information of the software , as th e updat e fil e. 

Claim 7 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 1, 
wherein the updat e file r e c e ption means for receiving receives the update file by wireless 
communication. 

Claim 8 (Currently Amended): The communication terminal according to Claim 1, 
further comprising: 

rewrit e success judgment means forjudging whether a rewrite of the software 
ex e cuted by th e softwar e r e writing moans succ ee ds or not is successful ; 

r es toration status transition means for performing wire communication with a 
software restoration apparatus for restoring the software , which is stored in the rewritable 
non volatil e m e mory and is directly executed, by transferring the software to the rewritable 
non-volatile memory^ when the r e writ e success judgm e nt means for judging judges that the 
rewrite of the software execut e d by the software rewrite m e ans fails; and 

restoration softwar e reception means for receiving the software from the software 
restoration apparatus and storing the software in the rewritable non-volatile memory. 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended): An updat e m e thod of software, which is stor e d in a 
r e writabl e non volatile m e mory of a communication t e rminal having th e r e writable non 
vol atile memory nnd n rewritable volatile m e mory, and is directly execut e d. A computer- 
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readable medium storing computer readable instructions thereon, the computer-readable 
instructions when executed by a processor of a communication terminal cause the processor 
to perform the steps comprising: 

a transf e r status transition step in which transf e r status transition m e ans of the 
communication terminal limit s limiting operation of software which uses the rewritable 
volatile memory; and s e cur e s 

allocating an area required for storing an update file in the rewritable volatile memory 
before receiving updat e softwar e as the update file from a software management server which 
manag e s the update softwar e; 

a tran s f e r r e quest transmission st e p in which transf e r r e qu e st transmission means of 
th e communication terminal requests requesting transfer of the update file [[to]] from the 
software management server after the area required for storing the update file is secured in 
the rewritable volatile memory; 

an update file transf e r step in w r hich th e softwar e management server transmits 
receiving, upon a transfer request by the communication terminal the update file; to th e 
communication t e rminal on the basis of a r e qu e st of th e transfer of the update fil e by^the 
communication t e rminal, updat e fil e r e ception means of the communication t e rminal r e c e iv e s 
the update fil e transmitted from the softwar e managem e nt serv e r, and the updat e fil e 
reception moans stor e s 

storing the update file in the secured area of rewritable volatile memory s e cur e d by 
the transfer status transition m e ans ; and 

a softwar e r e writing step in which softwar e r e writing means of th e communication 
terminal r e writes rewriting a software, which i s stored in the rewritable non-volatile memory 
and is dir e ctly e x e cut e d , with the update fite softwar e stored in the rewritable volatile 
memory as th e update file, after th e updat e fil e tran s f e r st e p . 
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Claim 10 (Currently Amended): A software update system comprising! a 
communication t e rminal having a r e writable non volatil e memory and a rewritable volatile 
m e mory, and a software management s e rv e r, 

[[the]] a communication terminal including comprising: 

transf e r status transition means for limiting operation of software which uses 
[[the]] a rewritable volatile memory and allocating s e curing an area required for 
storing an update file in the rewritable volatile memory before receiving update 
software as the update file from [[the]] a software management server which manag e s 
th e updat e softwar e; 

transf e r request transmis s ion means for requesting transfer of the update file 
[[to]] from the software management server after securing th e transf e r status tran s ition 
moans secur e s the area required for storing the update file in the rewritable volatile 
memory; 

updat e file r e c e ption means for receiving the update file from the software 
management server, and storing the update file in the rewritable volatile memory; and 

s oftwar e rewriting means for rewriting software, which is stored in [[the]] a 
rewritable non-volatile memory and is dir e ctly e xecut e d , with the update file software 
stored in the rewritable volatile memory as th e update fil e, after completion of storing 
the update file to the rewritable volatile memory by the update file reception means, 
and 

the software management server comprising updat e fil e transmis s ion including 

means for transmitting the update software of the software, which i s stored in 
the r e writable non volatil e memory provided in the communication t e rminal and is 
dir e ctly e xecuted, as th e update file to the communication terminal on the basis of a 
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r e qu e st of th e transf e r of th e updat e file upon a transfer request by the communication 
terminal. 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended): The software update system according to Claim 10, 
wherein the communication terminal further compris e s: includes 

s oftware identification information storag e means for storing identification 
information of the software which is stored in the rewritable non-volatile memory, 
[[;]] and 

softwar e id e ntification information transmission means for transmitting the 
identification information of the stored software, which is s tor e d in th e softwar e 
id e ntification information storag e m e an s , to the software management server[[,]]^_and 
wh e r e in the software management server further compris e s diff e rential fil e cr e ation 
includes 

means for producing a differential file of the update software of the software, 
which is stored in the rewritable non volatil e m e mory provid e d in th e communication 
t e rminal and is dir e ctly e x e cut e d, on the basis of the identification information of the 
software transmitted from the communication terminal, wher e in th e update fil e 
tran s mission 

means for transmitting transmits the differential file produc e d by the 
differ e ntial file cr e ation m e ans to the communication terminal, and wh e r e in th e 
updat e fil e r e c e ption 

means for receiving r e c e iv e s the differential file transmitted by the software 
management server. 
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Claim 12 (Currently Amended): The software update system according to Claim 10 , 
further comprising! 

a software restoration apparatus for connecting configured to connect to the 
communication terminal wkh via wire communication and transf e rring configured to transfer 
a software to the rewritable non-volatile memory of the communication terminal, wh e r e by 
restoring the software in the rewritable non-volatile memory, 

wherein the communication terminal further comprises: includes 

r e writ e success judgment means forjudging whether rewriting a rewrite of the 
software e xecut e d by th e softwar e r e writing m e ans succeeds or not ; 

r es tore status transition means for performing wire communication with the software 
restoration apparatus for restoring the software, which is stor e d in th e r e writable non volatil e 
memory and is dir e ctly executed, by transferring the software to the rewritable non- volatile 
memory when the r e writ e succ e s s judgment m e ans judges that the rewrite of the software 
e x e cut e d by th e softwar e r e writ e m e ans fails; and 

r e stor e software reception means for receiving the software from the software 
restoration apparatus and storing the software in the rewritable non-volatile memory. 
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
